To Illustrate Work of 


Sir Walter Scott 


Some very- fine photographic views 


of Scotland are being exhibited at the 
public library. They represent scenes 
in the novels and poems of Sir Walter 
Scott and were taken by Charles H. 
Olcott for the Houghton Mifflln com- 
pany's new edition of Scott's works, 


i including the "\Vaverley novels nnd the 
poems. Even though one must strain 
a point it is well worth one's while 
to FCC these beautiful 
photographs. 


They fill one with the romance 
and 


beauty of the scenes so vividly de- 
scribed by Scott in his novels and in 
his great poems, "The Lay 
of 
the 
Last Minstrel," "M arm ton" and "The 
Lady of the Lake," and others that 
remain today among the most popu- 
lar narrative poems in the language. 


The photographs are being exhibited 


in the exhibition room on the first 
floor. They were placed in position 
yesterday and they have already at- 
tracted n great deal of attention. The 
\Vnver!ey nojxls, as was remarked at 
the library this morning, have main- 
tained their popularity through gen- 
eration after generation, until now, 100 
years after they were written, the pic- 
ture of a place mentioned by the au- 
thor possesses fascination greater than 
if the scene were new instead of old. 


The pictures are supposed to repre- 
sent the scenes very much as Scott 
saw 
them. 
The natural 
scenery: 


mountains, woods, lakes, rivers, sea- 
shore and the like—Is nearly the same 
as in Scott's day. The ruins of an- 
cient abbeys and castles are said to 
correspond very closely with his de- 
scriptions. 
In many instances, it Is 


true, Scott in imagination rebuilt these 
ruins and filled them with the children 
of his fancy, but it is extremely in- 
teresting to know just what he used as 
the basis o£ these imaginary struc- 
tures.

Under the order issued yesterday l>y 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture \V. 
M. Hays Christmas trees are going to 
be .scarce and evergreens that graco 
the windows as the yuletide approaches 
as well will be shore because of the 
ban. 


Mr. Hays in the order issued yes- 
terday says: 


"The fact has been determined that 
two injurious insects, the browntail 


, and the gypsy moths, new to and not 
heretofore widely distributed within 
and throughout the United States, ex- 
ist In the states of Maine. New Hamp- 
.shire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, 


Vermont and Connecticut. 
"I do order a quarantine to prevent 


the interstate movement of coniferous 
trees, such as spruce, fir, hemlock, pine, 
juniper and arbor vitae, known and 
4escribed as 'Christmas trees,' and..dec- 
orative plants, auch as holly and laur- 
el, known as 'Christmas greens,' forest 
plant products. Including logs, tanbark, 
posts, poles, railroad ties, cord wood 
and lumber." 


The quarantine is also made to ap- 
ply to field grown florists* stock, trees, 
shrubs, vines, cuttings and other plants.

Oyster 
Dishes During 


Next Few Months 


During the next: few months oyster 


lovers may legitimately enjoy their 
favorite shellfish with safety. 


Oyster soup, or stew, as It is often 


called, is universally liked. Did you 
ever try maUing it this way? 
Take 


equal quantities of oysters and chicken 
Block. Cook the oysters in half .their 
own liquor for about 
five minutes, 


nd.llng a little salt and paprika. Lot the 
chicken stock come to a boil and then 
put all in a large dish with enough 
hot milk to make the requisite amount 
of soup. Cook just long enough to ive 
sure that the oysters are thoroughly 
done, then serve with crackers. 


Oyster pie is a delicious dish and 


not difficult to make. Line a pudding 
dish with pastry made of one pim of 
flour, sifted, one teaspoonful baking 
powder, a piece of lard the size of an 
egg mixed with a little cold water. It 
should be stiff enough to roll. Use one 
quart of oysters and cover the bottom 
of the dish. Sprinkle over with salt, 
pepper, bits of parsley 
and 
thyme, 


pieces of butter and one hard boiled 
egg cut in pieces. Over this lay bits of 
dough rolled thin. 
Repeat this, then 


add enough of the oyster liquor and 
milk almost to cover it and put on the 
upper crust. 
Bake one hour in a 


moderate oven. 
Did you ever combine oysters and 


bacon except as "pigs in blankets?" 
Try cutting bacon thin into narrow 
strips and lay them across oysters on 
the half shell. Put in the oven under 
the gas fiame for about ten minutes 
or so. You will have a most delicious 
dainty. 
Here's a perfectly good recipe for 


an oyster loaf: Allow one-half cupful 
of mashed potatoes for each person to 
be served, also six or eight oysters for 
each. 
Cook the oysters in their own 


liquor with salt and pepper for about 
five minutes. Drain and add to them 
a rather thick cream 
sauce. 
Chop 


some parsley fine, a clove or iwo, half 
of a small onion, a bay leaf and a 


j dozen small mushrooms 
and 
fry 
in 


1 butter. Remove the bay leaf and odd 
some chopped chicken, one tablespoon- 
ful being allowed for each person. Put 
this mixture into the cream sauce with 
the oysters. 
Mash the potatoes very 


• smooth, using a little milk. 
It is 
a 


good idea to add a well beaten egg, 
but this is not a necessity. Fill, a but- 
tered pan with the potato, hollowing 
out the center, and then put In the 
creamed oysters. Cover them with po- 
tato and bake until the top is brown 
and crisp. Individual loaves baked in 
buttered muffin pans are very attrac- 
tive when garnished with a sprig of 
parsley. 


A delicious dish of creamed oysters 


may lie made somewhat after this or- 
der. 
Put oyster 
liquor, milk 
and 


chicken stock into a saucepan and 
thicken it with oornstarch or 
flour. 


Add the oysters and cook until 
the 
edges curl, about two minutes. 
This 


is particularly appetizing when served 
in hot pattypans.

They Were at Work on the 


Foundation of New Knights 


of Columbus Building 


Three men employed in the construc- 


tion of the new Knights of Columbus 
headquarters on Anne street were in- 
jured 
this 
noon 
when a brick wail 


which formed part of the foundation ot" 
the rear of the house facing on Kirk 
street collapsed and buried them to the 
shoulders. 
The injured men, whose names are 


Tony Walas, Dennis Keefe and David 
Hubert, were at work digging in a ditch 
about the foundation of the K. of C. 
building- and very near the brick foun- 
dation of a. house in thn rear, when 
without warning" the 
collapsed 


upon them. It seemed to be in decidedly 
poor condition for it crumbled to small 
pieces, and these, 
including- bricks, 


stone and sand, fell like an avalanche 
upon the workmen. 


.Their fellows at once rushed to their 


aid and began digging them out. This 
proved to be a 
difficult 
job for 
the 


bricks and earth had wedged them in 
very lightly and 
made it a delicate 
matter to extricate them without add- 
ing to their injuries. "\Valas and Keei'e 
were first set free and it was found 
that their injuries were not serious for 
they limped away from the place un- 
assisted. The authorities, however, sent 
them in an ambulance, one of three 
which had 
been summoned, to St. 
John's hospital, where it 
was 
found 
that they had sustained minor sprains 
to their ankles and nothing more seri- 


ous. 


Considerable difficulty, however, was 


experienced in liberating David Hubert 
from his painful position, for it was at, 
first thought that his leg was badly 
crushed. 


His rescuers worfcud quickly and 


carefully until he could finally be litt- 
ed out. He was carried on a stretcher, 
to the ambulance and taken to 
St. 
John's hospital. 
He was found to be 


suffering "with a badly fractured pel- 
vis and though his conditions is se- 
rious. nevertheless, the doctors are of 
the opinion that he will recover. 


Several of the others about the 


place had very narrow escapes when 
the cave-in occurred and it was it 
wonder that, those who were caught 
weru not more seriously injured for 
the mass of earth and brick which fell 
upon them was exceedingly large and 
heavy. It appeared that the wall had 
decayed and as soon as the support- 
Ing sand and eartii was removed it 
collapsed. The three men were crowd-, 
ed together in a very small space and •• 
their position must have been very 
painful. 
Hubert was buried to his" 


neck by the debris and those who wit- 
nessed the accident said that it was 
miraculous that none of them sustained, 
fractured limbs. 
Precautions will bo taken at once to

Completes Rules on Free 


Ship Imports 


•otary 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Eecro 


MacVeagh of the treasury yesterday 
completed the regulations 
governing 


the Importation of shipbuilding ma- 
terial, equipment and machinery into 
the United States free of duty, in ac- 


cordance with the act passed at the 
last session of congress. 


The regulations will be made, public 


In a day or two, and provide, it is 
understood, for a free entry of wireless 
apparatus, sails and rigging as part 
of the equipment of a ship. 
These 


have been disputed points. 
It was /necessary for the department 


to define what is equipment and what 
is a vessel. The law applies only to 
"vessels." 
According to reliable au- 


thority, it is held that a vessel is a 
craft of five tons or more, that Is, 
a documented or registered ship. Con- 
sequently free entry is not accorded 
to materials for racing shells and oth- 
er small craft. 
The regulations, it is said, will ad- 


mit bolts, nuts, rivets, plates and the 


like which go into the construction 
of a ship or its machinery. Engines 
or auxiliary machinery, such as pumps, 
dynamos, etc, set up or knocked down, 
will not come in free because the law 
specifies materials for the construction 
of machinery. 
Furniture, china nnd, - 


glassware will be admitted as equip-i 
merit. 


Dealers, it is declared, will not bo 


permitted to stock tneir places with 
free ship materials, hut must make 
the importations for specific purposes. 
The treasury department will under- 
take the mammoth task of tracing the 
articles into consumption. 
Free equipment will be allowed only ' 


once, it is said. That la, a vesel can- 
not from time to time replace its equip- 
ment as it is worn out.

The 
man claimed he was a passenger aboard 
the fatal ship and that 'while' boarding .1 
small c-raft wltlch had been dropped 
from the large steamship,- ho was shot 
twice in tho back by one of the officers, 
lie also tells that four, others of tho 
passengers were killed. 


Snnviigeau carries along with him. a 


certificate from a local physician to 
the effect that he bears two scars on 
Ills back, probably caused by bullets, 
and this is what he shows as a proof 
of having boon on the Titanic. 
As a 


matter of fact ho has two bullet scars 
on his back, but according to. the phy- 
sician who examined him, th<j wounds 
were made probably years ago. 
--aauvageau claims he arrived in this 


'city Wednesday after being confined in 
h hospital In New York since the Iatu.1

To Illustrate Work of 


Sir Walter Scott 


Some very fine photographic views 


of Scotland are being exhibited at the 
public library. They .represent scenes 
in the novels and poems of. Sir Walter 
Scott and were taken by Charles B. 
Qlcott for the Houghion Alifllin com- 
pany's new edition of Scott's works, 
including1 the Waverley novels and the 
poems. Even though one must strain 
a point It is well worth one's while 
to see these beautiful photographs. 
They fill one with the romance and 
beauty of the scenes so vividly de- 
scribed by iScutt in his novels and in 
his great poems, "The Lay 
of 
the 
Last Minstrel," "Marmlon" and "The 
Lady of the Lake," and others that 
remain today among1 the most popu- 
:ar narrative poems In the language. 
The photographs are being exhibited 


in the exhibition room on the first 
floor. They were placed in position 
yesterday and they have already at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. Tho 
Waverley novels, as was remarked at 
the library this morning, have main- 
tained their popularity through gen- 
eration after gencration.-uiitil now, 100 
years after they -were written, the pie- 
ure of a place mentioned by the au- 
thor possesses fascination greater than 
if the scene were new instead of old. 


The pictures are supposed to repre- 
sent the scenes very much as Scott 
saw them. 
The natural 
scenery: 


mountains, woods, lakes, rivers, sea- 
shore and the like—is nearly the same 
as in Scott's day. The ruins of an- 
cient abbeys and castles are said to 
correspond very closely with his de- 
scriptions. 
In many Instances, It is 


true, Scott in imagination rebuilt these 
ruins and filled them with tho children 
of his fancy, but it Is extremely In- 
teresting to know just what lie used ns 
the basis of these imaginary struc- 
tures. 
The pictures exhibited at the 


library include scenes . 
in "Wood- 


stock," "Lay of the Last Minstrel," 
"Bride of Triermain." "Rokehy,1' "Lord 
of the Isles," "Fair Maid of Pertli," 
"Rob Hoy," "Old Mortality," and oth- 
er of Scott's works that have held 
the attention of the English-speaking 
world for a century.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Thirty-two 


Massachusetts cities as well as scores 
of horticultural centers in Maine. New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, have been placed un- 
der a quarantine In an effort to dis- 
pose of the gypsy and browntail moth. 


Under the order Issued yesterday by 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture W. 
M. Hays Christmas trees are going to 
be scarce and evergreens that grace 
the windows as the yuletide approaches 
as well will be short because ot the 
ban. 
Mr. Hays in the order issued yes- 
terday says: 


"The fact has been determined that 
two injurious Insects, the browntail 
and the gypsy moths, new to and not 
heretofore widely distributed within 
and throughout the United States, ex- 
ist In the states of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, 
Vermont and Connecticut, 
"I do order a quarantine 10 prevent 
the interstate movement of coniferous 
trees, such as spruce-, fir, hemlock, pine, 
juniper and arbor vitae, known and 
described as 'Christmas trees,' and dec- 
orative planes, such as holly and laur- 
el, known as 'Christmas greens,' forest 
plant products, including logs, tanbark, 
posts, poles, railroad lies, cord wood 
and lumber." 
The quarantine is also made to ap- 


ply to field grown florists' stock, trees, 
shrubs, vines, cuttings and other plants. 
The following territory in Massachu- 
setts is quarantined for the brown-tail 
moth: 


Leyden, Greenfield, Deerfield, Wliate- 
ly, Hatfleld, Northampton, Easthamp-

Oyster 
Dishes During 


Next Few Months 


During the next few months oyster 


lovers may legitimately enjoy their 
favorite shellfish with safety. 


Oyster soup, or stew, as it is often 


called, is universally liked. Did you 
ever try making it this way? 
Take 
equal quantities of oystersxand chicken 
stock. Cook the oysters in half their 
own liquor for about five minutes, 
adding a little salt and paprika. Let tho 
chicken stock come to a boil and then 
put all in a large dish with enough 
hot milk to make the requisite amount 
of soup. Cook Just long enough to be 
sure that tho oysters are thoroughly 
done, then serve with crackers. 
Oyster pie is a delicious dish and 


not -difficult to make. Line a pudding 
dish with pastry made of one pint of 
flour, sifted, one tcaspoonful baking 
powder a piece of lard the size of an 
egg mixed with a little cold water. It 
should be stiff enough to roll. Use one 
quart of oysters and cover the bottom 
of the dish. Sprinkle over with salt, 
pepper, bits of parsley 
and 
thyme, 
pieces of- butter and one hard boiled 
egg cut in pieces. Over this lay bits o£ 
dough rolled thin. 
Repeat this, then 


add enough of the oyster liquor and 
milk almost to cover it and put on the 
•upper crust. . Bake one hour in a 
moderate oven. 
Did you ever combine oysters and 


bacon except as "pigs in blankets?" 
Try cutting bacon thin into narrow 
strips and lay them across oysters on 
the half shell. Put in the oven under 
the gas flame for about ten minutes 
or so. 1'ou will have a most delicious 
dainty. 
Here's 3. perfectly good recipe for 
an oyster loaf: Allow one-half cupful 
of mashed potatoes for each person to 
be served, also six or eight oysters for 
each. 
Cook the oysters, in their own 
liquor with salt and popper for about 
five minutes. Drain and add to them 
a rather thick cream sauce. 
Chop 


some parsley fine, a clove or two, half 
of a small onion, a bay leaf and a 
dozen small mushrooms and 
fry in 


butler. Remove '.he bay leaf and add 
some chopped chicken, one tablespoon- 
ful being allowed for each person. I'm 
this mixture into the cream sauce with 
the oysters. 
Mash the potatoes very 
smooth, using a little milk. 
It is a 


good idea to add a well beaten egg, 
but this is not a necessity. Fill a but- 
tered pun with the potato, hollowing 
out the center, and then put In the 
crenmed oysters. Cover them with po- 
tato and bake until the top is brown 
and crisp. Individual loaves baked in 
buttered muffin pans are very attrac- 
tive when Garnished with a sprig of 
parsley. 
A delicious dish of creamed oysters 


may be made somewhat after this or- 
der. 
Put oyster liquor, milk and 


chicken stock into a saucepan and 
thicken it with cornstarch or flour. 
Add the oysters and cook until the 
edges curl, about two minutes. 
This 
is particularly appetizing when served 
In hot pattypans.
